Paris, June 10, 1870, 
I rEGRET to record the death of M. Charles Alex. 
andre, who occupied an estimable place in the world 
of scholars, by his history of oracles, which opened 





|to him the doors of the Academy of Inscriptions 
} and Belles Lettres. 


Unfortunately for his fame, and 
contrary to the suggestions of his friends, this his- 
tory he wrote in Latin, which is doubly a dead 
language when used in the composition of a con- 
temporary work. M. Charles Alexandre was a Pro- 
fessor for many years, and became in time an 
Inspector-General of Colleges. He wrote several 
schoel-books of merit, among which his “ Greek- 
French and French-Greek Dictionary” was most 
successful. His life, which passed away in his 
library, was uneventful to the general reader, 
though not without fevers of ambition, disappoint- 
ments and bereavements. The grave has shrouded 
from our eyes M. Moreau de Jonnés also. This 
gentieman’s life was filled with vicissitudes, which 
did not, however, prevent him from reaching his 
ninetieth year, and dying in his own’ bed. He was 
a volunteer in the first Revolution; was made a 
prisoner and confined on the English pontoons. He 
served in Spain and Portugal, where he was again

touch of irony in the contrast between the occupa- 
tion of his earlier and later days.

The music dealers in French towns on the Ger- | 
man frontier, Mulhouse, Strasbourg, Colmar, and | 
others, have been in the habit of selling German 
editions (fraudulently introduced into France) of 
works owned in Paris by French music publishers. 
Warrants were recently issued, and the shops of all | 
these dealers on the frontiers were searched. A 
great deal of pirated music was seized. Legal pro- 
ceedings were instituted against the delinquents, 
aud they were fined and the works seized were 
confiscated. The Paris music publishers have now 
agents in all the frontier towns, to see that no | 
pirated editions be sold.

In 
the first place, the deposit of a copy of the publi- 
cation in the office of the clerk of the district 
court is frequently neglected, and this omission in- 
validates the copyright. Secondly, the records of 
the district clerk’s offices are often so imperfectly 
kept as to show no deposit of the publication even 
when made, and this may invalidate the copyright. 
Thirdly, the transmission of a second copy to the

The announcement of these poems attracted in 
England more than usual attention, from the fact 
of their author having attained a high position in 
the world of art, and when the volume at length 
appeared, it met with unqualified approval at the 
hands of the critics, and it was generally admitted 
that Rossetti’s fame as a painter had received ad- 
ditional !ustre from his merit as a poet.
